Captain Donlin, coaching at third, signaled the base runners to advanco with 
Brown’s pitch. The batsman connected with a curve for what seemed a 
sure hit.. It was a slashing, wicked grounder to left. The fans were breath 
less with expectancy as McCormick and Bridwell sprinted for home. 

Between the Giants and victory, between McGraw and another league 
pennant at that all-important juncture in this historic rivalry, loomed the 
magic figure of Joe Tinker, the fielding hero of the championship series. 

Out dashed the Cubs’ shortflelder, blocked the bad-bounding sphere with 
hands and shins, drew it in as if impelled by some superhuman effort and 
whipped it to Chance at first a second ahead of Herzog, sliding desperately 
to the base, retiring the side and saving a world’s pennant for the Cubs.

AND MIXING AT HOME 

NE of the of a leading 
O agricultural journal puts himself 

on record -as against the policy 
of ‘home mixing” in general. He says 
“We are not opposed to all home mix- 
ing. We know positively that the av- 
erage farmer can neither save mor?y 
nor procure better fertilizers by do- 
ing his own mixing. Therefore in the 
interest of the great majority of 
farmers we oppose the general propo- 
sition of home-mixing.” He adds that 
“the chief advocates }ome-mixing 
are not tarmers with actual experl- 
ence.” 

I do not care to go into a detailed 
discussion of the general proposition 
of home-mixing (which should always 
be based on formulas), but I emphat- 
ically dissent from the general tone 
and trend of our friend's arguments. 
They seem to me to be arguments in 
favor of a reactionary pohlcy, and 
rather opposed to a policy of self-re- 
liant independence on the part of the 
farmers. 

My own. “actual 
practical farmer confirms 
obtained at the Georgia experiment 
station and other stations in favor of 
the proposition that every farmer 
should buy the ‘‘raw materials,” as

Another argument in favor of home 
mixing amd perhaps the most effective 
one to the average farmer, is the fact 
that if he can get the raw materials at 
a fair price he can save from three to 
five dollars per ton by mixing at home, 
according. to formulas easily obtained 
or already determined on in his own 
nmiind. 

| have many times been asked such 
questions as this: “Which is cheaper, 
to pay $22.50 per ton for a guano guar- 
anteed to contain 8—2—2 or buy acid 
phosphate, 16 per cent at $15, muriate 
of potash $50, cotton seed meal at $24, 
etc., and do my own mixing?” (1 give 
the prices and analysis at random, 
simply to illustrate my point.) In a 
vast majority of cases a simple calcula- 
tion proves that the farmer would 
save $4 to $5 per ton—grade for grade 
—by puying the ingredients and doing 
his own mixing.
